SOVIET ECONOMISTS SEE SIGNS 
OF ‘ECONOMIC CRISIS’ FOR U.S. 


Izvestia Writer Cites Price ‘ In- 
creases, Monopolies, Pravda Cor- 
respondent Points to Inventories, 
MOSCOW, Feb, 6 (AP)—Soviet 
Economist F. Bystrov, writing in 
the Government newspaper Izves- 
tia, today reported what he 
termed sure signs of coming eco- 
nomic crisis in the United States: 
Price increases, growth of mon- 
opolies and cuts in wages and 
masse purchasing power. He said 
United States economists and the 


press already were “unable to con- 
ceal their apprehension.” 

Yuri Zhukov, correspondent for 
the Communist party newspaper 
Pravda who recently returned to 
Moscow from the United States, 
wrote that climbing American 
production and increasing inven- 
tories “constitute the beginning of 
a dreadful economic crisis” in the 
United States. 

He said inventories had risen 
to 34 billion dollars “to which an-

ELECTRICAL UNION EX-OFFICER 
INDICTED ON TAX CHARGE 


CLEVELAND, Feb. 6 (UP)—Ar- 
thur Bennett, former international 
vice president of the AFL Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, was indicted by a federal 
grand jury here today for income 
tax exasion. 

Bennett, at one time stationed 
in Cleveland and now reportedly 


living in Buffalo, was charged 
with failure to pay an income tax 
of $21,500 of an alleged 1942 in- 
come of $40,072. His annual sal- 
ary was said to have been 6450. 

Federal officials declined to dis- 
close the source of the alleged 
extra income but said that most 
of it came “from selling skilled 
labor.” The indictment charged 
that Bennett’s total income in 
1942 was $40,072, on which he paid 
a tax of Only 5303. The tax 
should have been $18,500, ac¢ord- 
ing to federal authorities. Bennett 
retired from the union post in 1944,

Attorney General to 
Appeal to Supreme 
Tribunal. 


DETROIT, Feb. 6 (AP) — The 
United States Government became 
a party to the Mount Clemens 
Pottery Co, suit today. 

United States District Judge 
Frank A. Picard said he would 
sign an order granting the Attor- 
ney General's petition to intervene 
in the case which opened the door 
to nearly five billion dollars in 
portal-to-portal pay claims against 
industries. 

The court renewed an invitation 
to the national CIO also to be- 
come a party to the suit. How- 
ever, he said, he has received no 
word from that organization and 
that his offer, will not remain open 
indefinitely. 

The Government's intervention 
came over the objection of Ed- 
ward Lamb, attorney for the pot- 
tery workers who began the suit 
in 1941, 

The company made no objection 
to the Government's intervention, 
but reserved the right to oppose 
similar petitions from any other 
Organization, including the CIO. 

John F, Sonnett, Assistant At- 
torney General, told the court 
yesterday that the government, 
with a stake of “many millions of 
dollars” in the portal question, 
wants to return the Mt. Clemens 
Case to the Supreme Court “as 
s00n as possible.” 

As a party to the suit, the at- 
torney general's office could ini- 
tiate an'appeal regardless of the 
outcome in the district court, 

Judge to Hasten Decision, 

Meanwhile, Judge Picard 
cleared hig desk of other matters 
and settled down to work out his 
decision on the pottery case, 
which became a national issue 
after six years of semiwbscurity. 
He said he would hand down his 
decision “ag quickly ag I can,” 
perhaps even by this weekend. To 
reporters, however, he indicated 
that it may take him longer. 

He remarked that he was re- 
ceiving a flood of mail regarding 
the case. 

“I wish the press would make it 
clear,” he said from the bench, 
“that the court is receiving a lot 
of help on how this case is to be 
decided, I don’t think President 
Truman has written me, but ev- 
eryone else has. 

“I mark all communications 
‘filed but not read by the court.’” 

The case began in 1941 as a 
simple, overtime claim by a hand- 
ful of employes, members of 
Local 1083, CIO United Pottery 
Workers. 

On June 10, 1946, the Supreme 
Court injected the portal-to-portal 
issue, The case was sent back to 
Judge Picard and he was directed 
to decide the portal time and 
whether it waa trifling. 

The Government, in public hear- 
ings a week ago, asked for dis- 
missal of the workers’ claims as 
trivial. Sonnett repeated this plea 
yesterday. 

Judge Picard told Sonnett that 
he, too, wants the case to go back 
to the high court.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP)— 


The list of subjects for congres- 
sional action which Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall sent to 
Congress yesterday were said at 
the State Department to be the 
department’s basic proposals for 
this session. 

However, new items may arise, 
Also, one piece of legislation 
which was not included, although 
it was proposed by President Tru- 
man to the previous Congress, is 
authorization for an arms stand- 
ardization program in this hemi- 
sphere. 

Among the 27 proposals listed 
by Marshall, with explanations of 
them available from official 
sources, were, in order of priority: 

Legislation to continue foreign 
relief programs after the expira- 
tion of the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration. UNRRA is to die within 
a few months and President Tru- 
man has recommended basic for- 
eign relief appropriations of $250,- 
000,000. Congress may be asked 
to appropriate a total of $400,000,- 
000 to $500,000,000. 

Legislation for Treaties. 

Treaties of peace with Italy, Ro- 
mania, Hungary and Bulgaria 
along with implementing legisla- 
tion. The treaties are to be final- 
ly signed in Paris Feb. 10 and 
sent to the Senate for ratifica- 
tion immediately thereafter. Some 
legislation will be needed to per- 
mit the United States to carry out 
their provisions. 

Legislation for United States 
membership on the International 
Refugee Organization. President 
Truman told Congress in a letter 
yesterday he would ask for an ap- 
propriation to help aid “a million 
victims of war and racial, political 
or religious oppression.” 

Senate consent to ratification of 
the British-American petroleum 
agreement. 

Legislation for using left-over 
UNRRA funds and any additional 
funds made available for interna- 
tional aid to needy children in 
war-devastated lands. 

Legisiation for entry of dis- 
Placed persons into the United 
States. Truman has stated that 
he would recommend lifting immi- 
gration quotas to allow thousands 
of both Jewish and Christian dis- 
placed persons to come here from 
Europe. 

Adherence to the constitution of 
the world health -organization. 
This is part of the general pro- 
gram of aligning the United States 
with United Nations efforts 
toward improving the conditions 
of the world’s peoples. 

Cultura] Activities, 

Legislation to permit cultural 
telations activity outside as well 
as within the Western Hemis- 
phere. Such relations: consist of 
American libraries in foreign 
lands, showing of American films, 
exchange of students and experts 
in various fields and similar ac- 
tivities under Government aus- 
pices. 

Action by Congress to grant 
diplomatic immunities to United 
Nations delegates and staff mem- 
bers. 

Legislation to permit tax ex- 
empt gifts to the United Nations. 
The principal such gift to date is 
that of $8,500,000 by John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. for the purchase 
of the United Nations site in New 
York City. The amendment would 
relieve donors of income taxes 
on the U.N. gifts. 

Items listed as important for 
this session of Congress without 
regard to priority included: 

Congressional action on the 
long-standing Canadian-American 
agreement on the St. Lawrence 
waterway and power project. It 
is designed to permit extensive 
Gevelopment of the St. Lawrence 
river. 

Senate ratification of the treaty 
of friendship and navigation 
signed with China last fall. 

Legislation for authority for the 
control of exportation and impor- 
tation of arms, ammunition and 
implements of war. This control 
is exercised by the State, War 
and Navy departments under a 
law which expires this year. 

Appropriations for completion 
of the inter-American highway. 

Broadcasting Proposal. 

Legisiation to authorize the 
Government to operate interna- 
tional broadcasting facilities 
through a publicly chartered cor- 
poration, Under this proposal, 
worked up by Assistant Secretary 
of State William Benton, Congress 
would create an international 
broadcasting foundation financed 
either entirely or principally with 
Federal funds, to take over the 
foreign broadcasts now operated 
by the State Department to most 
of the countries of the world. Con- 
trol would be vested in a board 
of 15 members made up of edu- 
cators and other leading private 
citizens with the Secretary of 
State or his nominee as the only 
Government member. 

The remaining items on the 
list were described as intended 
largely to continue several expir- 
ing laws, handle comparatively 
minor tax claims, give diplomatic 
immunity to persons with the 
Pan American Union, and the 
like, 


Transjordan Premier Resigns. 

LONDON, Feb. 6 (AP) — The 
Transjordan legation announced 
today the resignation of Ibrahim 
Pasha Hashin Transjordan Prime 
Minister, and appointment of 
Samir Pasha Rifai as his succes- 
sor.

——THE SENATE LABOR HEARINGS— 

Labor Troubles of Big Business 
Expertly Explained by Wilson; 
Remedies He Offers Are Specific 


By JOSEPH HANLON 
A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—Big 
business told the Senate Labor 
Committee yesterday about its 
troubles with big unions, It had a 
very articulate spokesman, Charles 
. Wilson, president of General 
Motors Corp. 


Wilson was easily the main at- 
traction the committee has pre- 
sented to date. His appearance 
brought nine of the 13 committee 
members to the hearing—two or 
three times the usual number— 
and behind them was a satellite 
group of Michigan members of the 
House, who followed his every 
word intently. 

The automobile maker ranged 
widely over the field of legislation 
dealing with labor relations now 
under study. He spoke with the 
authority of one who has had con- 
siderable experience in the matter. 
More expertly than-some other in- 
dustry spokesmen who have ap- 

before the committee, he 

defined the problem and suggested 
remedies. 
Definite Bar on Strikes. 

He didn’t break into new 
ground, however, until he took up 
the question of what to do about 
those strikes which affect the 
public welfare—the “paralyzing” 
strikes which disrupt the national 
economy. 

There Wilson suggested a cut- 
and-dried solution which, good or 
bad, had the merit of being defi- 
nite and tangible. Other ap- 
proaches to the problem, as pre- 
sented to the committee, have 
been rather on the fuzzy side. 

Wilson said such strikes were 
a challenge to government and 
the challenge ought to be ye 
head on, : 
“When the public interest is in- 
volved in a vital manner,” he said, 
“it should be clearly understood 
that the courts have the unques- 
tioned right to restrain those in- 
stigating or participating in strikes 
of this type.” 

This, he said candidly, would 
require revision of the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act, which, next to the 
Wagner Act, is the federal legis- 
lation most dear to the heart of 
a labor leader. The Norris-La- 
Guardia Act, for all practical pur- 
poses, forbids courts to issue in- 
junctions in labor disputes. There 
are exceptions, but relatively they 
are inconsequential. 

It was a “chance technical 
maneuver,” Wilson said, that 
ended the recent coal strike by 
the device of charging John L. 
Lewis with contempt of court. The 
country ought not to be dependent 
on such tenuous applications . of 
the law for protection against 
strikes which cripple a substantial 
portion of its production, he said. 
Responsibilty for applying law, 
Wilson went on, historically has 
rested in this country with the 
courts, not administrative agencies 
of the executive department. He 
said the people had confidence in 
the courts and lacked confidence 
in administrative agencies. 
Wilson's forthright and incisive 
approach to the problem of how 
to achieve industrial peace held 
the committee spellbound. There 
was to have been another witness 
at this session, but seemingly by 
spontaneous agreement the com- 
mittee decided to hear Wilson out 
and let the other witness appear 


later. 
Complaint to Reporters. 


Notwithstanding the attentive 
ear leaned to Wilson by the.com- 
mittee members and the reporters 
present, Wilson took issue with 
some reporters after the session 
adjourned. He said they had paid 
no attention to him, but got “ex- 
cited” when Senator Murray intro- 
duced into the _record excerpts 
from a 10-year-old report of the 
La Follette Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee relating to a man named 
Anderson, now in charge of the 
Industrial Relations Division of 
Generar Motors. Murray, in the 
loose language often applied in 
discussions of this very hot ques- 
tion about what the country 
should do to attain stability in 
labor-management relationships, is 
“pro-labor.” : 

To this reporter’s knowledge no 
reporter present was much inter- 
ested in what Murray had to of- 
fer. If it rates a paragraph in the 
story of any of them it is over- 
rated. 

The General Motors president, a 
square jowled, stocky person with 
close-cropped silver grey hair and 
sky blue eyes, could be the epi- 
tome of big business.

He said he had never signed a 
yellow dog contract and never 
would sign a closed shop contract. 
The analogy between the two has 
been developed in previous testi- 
mony. 

A chain smoker, Wilson was 
starting on his second package of 
cigarettes when the time ran out 
on him and the session was over. 
If the cigarette was not in his 
fingers it was drooping from his 
lips as he talked across the table 
with the Senators, This was 
down-to-earth stuff. 


An Unsolved Problem, 


Wilson recognized that mass 
production—the students’ “indus- 
trial revolution”—had created spe- 
cial problems in labor-manage- 
ment relationships. He said no 
country in the world had solved 
them. Experiments looking to- 
ward solution have led in some 
countries, he said, to revolutionary 
changes in Governments, 

“At the very least,’ he added 
“it would be wise for Americans 
to observe how England develops, 
and works out its current social- 
istic experiment before we com- 
mit ourselves to a similar course.” 

About now, he said, we are in 
the stage of development where 
unions may be compared to busi- 
ness when business was evolving 
from the individual enterprise to 
its corporate form, Laws were 
required then to regulate the 
emerging corporations and they 
are requiced now, he suggested, to

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AFL CREATES 
STRATEGY BODY 
ON LABOR BILLS 


Green, Hutcheson, Meany 
Named — Will Formu- 
late Policy as Measures 
Are Offered.

MIAMI Fla., Feb. 6 — The 


American Federation of Labor 
was prepared today to formulate 


regulate unions, 

Wilson set out, item by item, 
what he thought were the most 
needed changes in labor legisla- 
tion. First he put equality under 
the law between employer and 
employe, mentioning that em- 
Ployers should have by statute 
the same freedom of speech in 
talking about labor organization 
that unions have. Coupled with 
this he spoke of union responsi- 
bility for fulfilling its contracts, 
and suggested that the National 
Labor Relations Board “if it is left 
in the picture” should be reor- 
ganized so that it does not act 
as judge, prosecutor and jury. 
Digressing from his prepared 
statement, Wilson emphasized 
that he viewed labor matters as 
“importantly local.” 

“The closer we can get back,” he 
said, “to the states and communi- 
ties the better off we are going 
to be.” 7 

He pointed out that even when 
recourse is had to the federal 
courts, as it can be had in 36 of 
the 48 states, the process usually 
starts in the district court, which 
by its nature deals with problems 
in a small area of the country. 
On collective bargaining, Wilson 
brought up the question that there 
is no definition in the law which 
spells out what it is. He thought 
there should be. 

He proposed also a limitation on 
what could be considered bargain- 
able; and that limitation would 
exclude anything except wages, 
hours, and the conditions of work. 
Senator Taft, chairman of the 
committee, wouldn't go along 
with Wilson on this limitation of 
the field of collective bargaining. 
He raised the question of work- 
ers’ welfare funds, and said he 
thought that was something with 
which Congress had to deal. 

On union organization of fore- 
men, which he preferred to speak 
of as “unionization of manage- 
ment,” Wilson was dead against 
it, whether the union was inde- 
pendent or affiliated with an or- 
ganization of other workers. “Peo-. 
ple who get that far;” he said, 
“generally are pretty well able to 
take care of themselves.” 


Industry-wide bargaining he 
thought of as “the essence of 
monopoly in labor relations.” He 
proposed that members of any 
union which indulged in it should 
be deprived of the privileges they 
have under the Wagner Act. 


Secondary boycotts, jurisdic- 
tional and sympathetic strikes, 
which Wilson also talked about, 
stirred up no great interest. Most 
members of the committee incline 
to the view that there are evils 
and something has got to be done 
to prevent them. There is a mi- 
nority view on secondary boycotts, 
and Senator Morse attempted to 
explore it, but he could not budge 
Wilson from his contention that 
all of them are wrong. 

Wilson called President Tru- 
man’s cut-prices-now plan “eco- 
nomically unsound” and a “politi- 
cal solution for an economic prob- 
lem.” 

“Price and wages hang to- 
gether,” he told Senator Murray. 
“You have to remember we don’t 
have enough goods to go around.” 

Donnell Learns of Feather- 

bedding. 
Wilson took up the subject of 
“feather-bedding’—and after ex- 
plaining the term for the infor- 
mation of Missouri's Senator Don- 
nell — said unions could not be 
permitted to obstruct increasing 
productivity by artificia] means. 
That some unions have done s0 
cannot be disputed. 

“Over the years,” said Wilson, 
“better tools and better methods 
have made possible more produc- 
tion with the same amount of 
human effort. Unions must not 
be allowed to get in the way of 
such progress.” 

“We all know that a _ truck 
driver can earn more and be paid 
more than a teamster. We know 
that a man with a bulldozer or a 
coal cutting machine can be paid 
more than a man with a pick 
and shovel, 

“The reason men can be paid 
more when working with superior 
tools is because they accomplish 
more useful work. We can all 
have more only when we produce 
more.” 

That’s where the president of 
the General Motors Corp., left off.

The committee, created by the 
AFL executive council shortly be- 
fore it adjourned yesterday, con- 
sists of William Green, AFL presi- 
dent; William IL. Hutcheson, a 
vice president and head of the 
carpenters’ union, and George F. 
Meany, AFL secretary-treasurer. 

While the committee may large- 
ly resolve the question as to how 
far labor may go in supporting 
certain types of legislation, such 
as might deal with secondary boy- 
cotts or jurisdictional disputes, it 
was made clear that the AFL, will 
fight any measures which it may 
deem to be restrictive to the labor 
movement. 

Extent of the committee’s scope 
was indicated prior to unanimous 
adoption of a resolution express- 
ing the federation’s views on re- 
strictive legislation. Before taking 
action, the executive council stud- 
ied about 45 proposed bills or 
resolutions pending in Congtess 
which deal with labor. 

Lewis Is Participant. 

The resolution, the formulation 
of which was participated in, by 
John L. Lewis, head of the United 
Mine Workers and a member of 
the powerful AFL, executive coun- 
cil, stated, in part: 

“The AFL has opposed and will 
continue to oppose all legislation 
either federal or state that dis- 
turbs, menaces or destroys its free 
status; that limits free collective 
bargaining; that erects legal bar- 
riers to estop the economic and 
social progress of all workers 
gainfully employed; that makes 
the legislative representatives of 
the people a police patrol for em- 
Ploying and financial interests.” 

The council authorized the AFL 
executive officers to fight such 
legislation and to employ all of 
the facilities and resources of the 
federation to do so. The commit- 
tee was authorized to supervise 
such activities and to make any 
necessary decisions relating to 
them. The council moved up its 
May meeting until April 21 be- 
cause of the imminence of anti- 
labor legislation. 

Jurisdictional Row Action. 

Steps also were taken toward 
the elimination of jurisdictional] 
disputes, in line with a resolution 
adopted at the national cénvention 
at Chicago last October at the 
urging of the Screen Actors’ Guild 
in an effort to halt jurisdictional 
fights in Hollywood. 

Scope of tentative plans to cur- 
tail such disputes apply, however, 
to all of about 105 AFL interna- 
tional unions. Green was in- 
structed to write the head of each 
union to inquire whether the 
union would accept arbitration ma- 
chinery within the framework of 
the federation and agree to abide 
by its decisions. 

The tribunal, which would be es- 
tablished probably by the AFL 
council, would have nothing to do 
with legislation. It probably would 
be supplied by a panel, insuring 
that no member of a union in- 
volved in a jurisdictional dispute 
would be represented on the board 
which would conduct the hearing. 

Because of the autonomous na- 
ture of the unions affiliated with 
the AFL, such jurisdictional ma-

Virginia Democrat Pro- 
poses Bar on Strikes in 
‘Essential’ Industry — 
Would End ‘Outrages.’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP)— 
Representative Howard Smith 
(Dem.), Virginia, asked Congress 
today to find a remedy for union 
“outrages” and quit “playing pol- 
itics” with. the labor question. 

Smith told the House Labor 
Committee that’ another coal 
strike is “probable” unless Con- 
gress does something to control 
strikes in vital industries. 

Representative Francis Case 
(Rep.), South Dakota, told the 
same committee that “no natural 
right exists anywhere or any time 
to jeopardize the public health 
and safety—and none should have 
the sanction of law.” 

Both men are authors of bills 
before the committee which yes- 
terday began six weeks of public 
hearings. Each made public in 
advance of his formal testimony 
prepared statements describing 
the measures. 

Smith sponsored a union regu- 
lating measure in 1940 that passed 
the House but died in the Sen- 
ate. He also helped write the 
Smith-Connally War Labor Dis- 
putes Act which became law in 
1943 over President Roosevelt's 
veto. 

Case wrote the labor disputes 
bill that bore his name in the 
last Congress. President Truman’s 
veto killed it. 

Smith, whose new bill would re- 
write the Wagner Labor Relations 
Act, asserted in his statement that 
Congress is confronted with this 
“plain, blunt question: 

“Whether it is going, studiously 
and earnestly and impartially, to 
seek to find a remedy for these 
(union) outrages, or continue to 
play politics with a question so 
vital to every citizen of this coun- 
try, whether he belongs to a union 
or not.” 

He asserted that the two most 
important things Congress can do 
in seeking a remedy for union 
“outrages” are (1) prohibit the 
closed shop and (2) protect work- 
ers from violence and intimida- 
tion. 

He said the closed shop is fa- 
vored by many unions and by 
many employers—but “both are 
acting in their selfish interests.’ 

Whereas the Wagner Act speci- 
fies and forbids unfair labor prac- 
tices by employers, Smith's bill 
contains a list of unfair practices 
for employes as well. For exam- 
ple, it would be an unfair labor 
practice — enforceable by injunc- 
tions—to strike in a public utili- 
ty or any industry “essential to 
public health or welfare.” 


The new Case bill likewise lists | 


certain union practices as “un- 
fair.” But the approach to dis- 
putes in vital industries is some- 
what different, 

Case would allow the Justice 
Department to get federal court 
injunctions to block strikes that 
would endanger “the public , wel- 
fare, health, or safety.” 

But this action could not be 
taken until the President had de- 
clared @n emergency and appoint- 
ed a commission to try for a set- 
tlement short of a strike. 

Case said in his statement that 
“our labor laws have been con- 
ceived, and historically probably 
justifiably so, on the theory that 
‘the end justifies the means’; that 
‘organized labor could do no 
wrong.’ In our development, that 
time has passed.” 


WARNING OVER ILL-ADVISED 
FORCED ARBITRATION LAWS 


C. of C. Asks Congress for ‘Very Careful 
Study’ on Use in Disputes Affecting 
Health and Welfare. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP)— 
The United States Chamber of 
Commerce today asked Congress 
to make a “very careful study” 
whether compulsor arbitration 
should be used in fabor disputes 
affecting public hdalth and wel- 
fare. 

The Chamber submitted its re- 
commendation to the Senate 
Labor Committee which is con- 
sidering bills designed to smooth 
labor-management relations 
None provide for forced arbitra- 
tion, 

W. Homer Hartz, a director of 
the Chamber and a member of its 
labor relations committee, said 
the Chamber favored study of the 
problem to avoid any “hasty or 
ill-advised legislation.” 

He said his organization is op- 
posed to President Truman’s pro- 
posal that a commission study the 
underlying causes of industria! 
strife before Congress acts on la- 
bor legislation. It said “further 
delay would only serve those who 
would perpetuate existing abuses.” 

The committee heard Hartz aft- 
er getting a proposal from’ the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ Association 
for legislation repealing the Wag 
ner Labor Act, 

Charles 8. Craigmile, chairman 
of the association’s industrial re- 
lations committee, told the group 
that repeal is an essential step 
toward obtaining industrial peace. 
He declared that “tens of millions” 
of workers live “in abject fear” of 
union leaders who possess “mon- 
opolistic power.” 

“This monopolistic power, this 
juggernaut,” Craigmile continued, 
“is built upon and is constantly 
maintained and@Mextended by spe- 
cial Congressional grant of power 


and privilege.” 


ner Act minorities of workers are 
forced to join a union they do 
not want, Craigmile asked: 

“If this is not slavery by act of 
Congress, / what would you call 
it?” 

In place of the Wagner Act, the 
Association suggested that Con- 
gress enact legislation which 
would guarantee “freedom of ev- 
ery employe” in dealing with his 
employer, and in working or re- 
fraining from work “without mo- 
lestation,” 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Flor 
ida, told Craigmile that “employ 
ers With your point of view have 
had more to do with labor abuses 
than any other force.” Craigmile 
is executive vice president of the 
Belden Manufacturing Co. of Chi- 
cazo.

CHINESE EXPORTERS 10 GET

If the courts hold that the. col- 
lection of the tolls is illegal, Blake 
said that it is obvious that the 
tax commission must find an ad- 
ditional source of revenue to re- 
place the million dollars annually 
now collected in tolls. 

Biake said that the commission 
should study the question in full 
regardiess of any court decision. 
“The people apparently were 
promised when they voted for the 
bridge bond issue that the use of 
the structure would be forever 
free,” he stated. He said the com- 
mission should review the original 
campaign material to determine 
whether such a promise was made. 

Urges Promise Be Kept. 

If it was made, Blake sug- 
gested, the commission might well 
seek some other source of revenue 
for the city in order that the 
promise might be kept. 

Daniel Catlin, a member of the 
commiission, urged that the mat- 
ter of continuing the tolls, which 
were levied to finance relief bonds 
in the depression and continued | 
later as an emergency revenue) 
measure, be submitted to a vote 

‘of the people. He said he believed 
the people would continue them. 

The revenue section discussed 
in more detail yesterday propos- 
als which had been made previ- 
ously for increasin municipal 
revenue. Charlton Chute, direc- 
tor of the Governmental Research 
Bureau, told the commission that 
a study of the proposal to increase 
liquor licenses indicated that the 
city might receive $705,000 addi- 
tional each year from this source. 
More Liquor Revenue Possible. 

As ‘both a city and a county, St. 
Louis was permitted under the 
Missouri statute to levy liquor li- 
censes two and a half times the 
amount charged by the state. The 
city was already charging the 
maximum on nine of the 15 types 
of licenses issued, he said, but on 
the licenses for sale by the drink 
the city was charging an amount 
only equal to the state fee. If li- 
censes on these establishments 
were increased from the present 
$300 annually to the maximum 
$750 annually, he said $652,000 ad- 
ditional would be realized each 
year from this source alone. 

Doubling the present gasoline 
tax of one cent a gallon would 
bring in an additional million dol- 
lars annually, he said. He point- 
= out, however, that the state 

as considering a constitutional 
amendment to increase the pres- 
ent state tax on gasoline from 
two cents to four cents a gallon. 
The proposal under consideration 
provides for the return of about 
half of this to cities and coun- 
ties, he said. 

Income Tax Suggestions. 

He said that suggestions that 
the city double its present income 
tax of one fourth of one per cent 
would increase revenue from this 
source from the present $2,500,000 
to $5,000,000 a year. If this levy 
fs found by the courts to be in- 
valid, the city could obtain legis- 
lative authority to enact’ such a 
tax, he pointed out. 

The commission also discussed 
possible charges to be made for 
the collection of rubbish and for 
the use of sewers. The possibility 
of billing for these along with the 
water bills was discussed as a 
means of simplifying the colléc- 
tion of these charges, each of 
which would bring an estimated 
million dollars annually. 

Long-Range Program Urged. 

All these were considered as 
emergency measures by Blake, 
who said it was the commission’s 
duty also to furnish a long-range 
program for municipal financing. 

“The time has come when the 
city must join with others to con- 
vince the State that revenues ob- 
tained here by the State must be 
shared,” he stated. “The cities fur- 
nish most of the needs of every- 
day life, such as streets, sewers, 
police and fire protection, while 
the state taps the most important 
sources of revenue. Even if pro- 
posals to share in this revenue 
means some earnest work in the 
Legislature, I believe that it should 
be undertaken.” 

He said the state of New York 
returned to the cities about 55 per 
cent of the revenues collected in 
them. Missouri, he said, returns 
only two per cent to St. Louis.

APRIL | SUGAR STAMP 
GOOD FOR 10 POUNDS 


It Will Cover Both Canning 
and Regular Home Use, 
However. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP)— 
The OPA will validate another 
sugar stamp April 1, good for 10 
pounds instead of the usual five. 
This ration will cover both can- 
ning and regular home use. 

The agency also announced that 
stamp No. 53, currently good for 
five pounds, will expire at mid- 
night March 31 instead of April 30 
as originally planned, 

All subsequent stamps will be 
good for 10 pounds, OPA said yes- 
terday. An OPA official said two 
factors governed revision of the 
rationing procedure: 

1. By making each new stamp 
good for 10 pounds, OPA will be 
saved the expense, éstimated at 
$1,500,000, of issuing new sugar 
ration books. After stamp 53 is 
used, the books will contain 
only four and OPA wants them 
to last through the year and 
possibly beyond. 

2. The change wll prepare 
OPA to handle any increase in 
the year’s total sugar rations 
for household use. : 

(The United Press quoted Chair- 
man Andresen (Rep.), Minnesota, 
of a House food investigating sub- 
committee, as saying he would 
fight for another five pounds, to 
be used for domestic canning.) 

Secretary of, Agriculture Ander- 
son has said sugar imports may 
be sufficient to allow an increase 
of as much as 10 pounds in the 
annual, ration. This would bring 
the 1947 total to 35 pounds as 
against 25 pounds last year. The 
Office of Temporary Controls, of 
which OPA is a branch, said in a 
statement: 

“Although it seems fairly cer- 
tain that’ sugar supplies will in- 
crease during 1947, the exact 
amount of the increase is not 
known. It is impossible, there- 
fore, to state the total amount of 
the sugar ration for 1947, or the 
dates on which additional stamps 
will be validated later in the 
ear.” 

It pointed out that if the four 
remaining stamps were good for 
only five pounds they would not 
be “adequate to provide consum- 
ers ‘with their proper r ration.” 


CHARLES LEE BARR DIES; 
FORMER SCHOOL BOARD MAN 


Charles Lee Barr, former Sup- 
ply Commissioner of the Board of 
Education, died last night. He was 
61 years old and had been suffer- 
ing from heart disease. 

Barr had lived recently with his 
wife at the Admiral Hotel, 2330 
Olive street.

United Electrical, Radio & Ma- 
chine Workers, was accused yes- 
terday of doing “a disservice” to 
the union by appointing his broth- 
er-in-law, Emil Radosevich, “who 
has along record of pro-Com- 
munist activities,” as an organizer 
for the organization. 

The accusation was made pub- 
lic by James W. Click, chief 
steward, and John J. Burns, presi- 
dent of Local 1102, largest local 
in the district, with an exchange 
of communications between the 
local and the international *union. 
Click and Burns are leaders of 
the Democratic Action, a group 
within the union bitterly opposed 
to alleged Communist domination 
of the top leadership. Sentner is 
an avowed Communist. 

A letter addressed by Burns to 
Sentner last December said: “So 
far as we know, Radosevich has 
never worked in a UE shop and 
is not a member of any UE local 


unless he joined one without ever, 


having worked under their juris- 
diction.” 

This contention was denied by 
international officers. James J. 
Mattles, the union’s director of 
organization, replied that Radose- 
vich worked in.a plant under UE 
jurisdiction until he became a 
member of the organizing ‘staff. 

In a memorandum. to all locals 
in District 8, Robert B. Logsdon, 
international representative and 
vice president, said Radosevich 
aided in organization of the St. 
Louis Ordnance Plant and was 
employed there on: a _ part-time 
basis late in 1942 and é¢éarly in 
1943. During that period, Logs- 
don asserted, Radosevich assisted 
in general organizational work. 

Burns’s letter said the executive 
board of Local 1102 protested 
against appointment “of an outf- 
side person” to an organizing job 
when working members and of- 
ficers of the union’s locals -had 
applied for posts as organizers. 

“Pendergast” Action. 

He said the dispute dated back 
to the union’s last convention 
which was held in September &t 
Milwaukee. 

“We tried to prove then,” Burns 
told the Post-Dispatch, “that Sent- 
ner was using his job as a polit- 
ical football. All we ever got 
from the national office was a 
rebuttal on any question. This 
proves our point that, unless you 
bow to Communist policy, you 
can't survive in the UE. It’s the 
same method used by Tom Pen- 
dergast.” 

Radosevich'’s appointment was 
made by Mattles on recommenda- 
tion of Logsdon. Sentner did not 
nominate his brother-in-law for 
the job, Logsdon said. 

Radosevich told the _  Post- 
Dispatch he worked for the UE 
on a part-time basis from January 
1946 until last June while com- 
pleting undergraduate studies at 
St. Louis University. He was en- 
gaged under the job placement 
training program of the union. 

On graduation, he said, he en- 
tered the employ of the Moloney 
Electric Co. and attempted to 
organize the employes into UE 
Local 810. He said he had “been 
called on the carpet” by repre- 
sentatives of management because 
of his organizing work. In Novem- 
ber, he said, he left the Moloney 
firm and became a full-time or- 
ganizer for the union in an effort 
to complete organization of the 
Moloney plant. The plant is lo- 
cated at 5390 Bircher avenue. 

Local Review, the monthly pub- 
lication of Local 1102, contends in 
its current issue that in view of 
Radosevich’s background and lack 
of shop experience, “he should not 
have been made a staff organizer. 
Apparently Sentner and Mattles 
disagree with this position. They 
seem to feel that this valiant fight 
for the rights of workers which 
“Radosevich conducted for three 
months,at the Moloney Electric 
Co. entitled him to a position as 
a paid organizer.” 

“Obvious Qualifications.” 

The publication declared: “It is 
obvious that the only qualifica- 
tions Radosevich has to become a 
full-time field organizer for the 
U.E. is the fact that he has a 
record of pro-Communist activi- 
ties and is Sentner’s brother-in- 
law.” 

Logsdon said the statements 
made public yesterday by Burns 
and Click “were timed to give 
maximum damage to the growing 
UE organizing drive at Maloney 
Electric.”

Murray, in an interview today 
at Fort Mason here, where he is 
being held under technical custody 
pending his return to Tokyo to 
face possible charges, said: 

“I considered the diamonds sou- 
venirs, and when I called them 
‘loot’ yesterday, I used an unfor- 


tunate word. There is nothing in 
Army regulations that you can’t 
buy merchandise.” 

Asked if he had bought them 
from a Japanese, he refused to 
say. He said he had disposed of | 
some gems here, but declined to) 
say to whom or how much he had 
received. 

“T am not wringing my hands,” 
he said calmly.

Stripling went on to say that 
Eisler had sworn several times 
before that he had never been in 
the United States prior to June 
1941 

“We are prepared to show,” 
Stripling said, “that Eisler shut- 
tled back and forth between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union since 1933.” 

Eisler’s attorney, Miss Carol 
with a bulging briefcase, said a 
tearful farewell to Eisler as he 
was led out of the committeeroom. 
She grasped his hand and said 
with an audible sob:

“Never Did Any Harm” 

“Never did anything to harm the 
American people for which I have 
a great deal of sympathy. I am a 
German Communist, a_ political 
refuge wanting to go home.” 

Eisler said the reports about 
him were “invented by provoca- 
teurs, by rabble-rousing agitators, 
in order to smear the American 
progressives, and to poison the 
international atmosphere.”

During the war years, when 
juke box replacements were diffi- 
cult due to material shortages, 
Hannon is known to have made a 
business of stealing the machines. 
He was at liberty on bond on an 
appeal from a 15-year prison sen- 
tence for juke box thefts in Jef- 
ferson county This was the case 
in which Sheriff John F. Dough- 
erty’s deputies reported they could 
not find three key St. Louis wit- 
nesses.

Last December Hannon was 
among a group rounded up by po- 
lice who smashed a ring of safe- 
breakers.

U.S. SIGNS PACT TO SET UP 
SOUTH PACIFIC COMMISSION 


CANBERRA, Australia, Feb. 6 
(AP) — United States Ambassador 
Robert Butler praised today pro- 
visions by the South Seas Confer- 
ence to promote the welfare of na- 
tive peoples through a South Pa- 
cific commission and signed the 
agreement on behalf of the United 
States. 

Australia, New Zealand, Britain, 
France and The Netherlands were 
other participants in the confer- 
ence. The pact will be subject to 
approval by member governments. 
Ratifications will be transmitted 
to the <Australian Government, 
which will convene the first meet- 
ing of the commission. 

The initial working fund will 
total $130,000. Australia will be 
responsible for 30 per cent of the 
expenses, it was decided. The 
Netherlands, New Zealand and the 
United Kingdom will pay 15 per 
cent each and France and the 
United States 12% per cent each.

¥ Revised regulations -designed to 


make it easier for landlords to 
qualify for rent increases in hard- 
ship cases will become effective 
Feb. 15, the Office of Temporary 
Controls announced tcday. 

Work on the revisions began 
more than two weeks ago, but was 
halted temporarily when OTC last 
week prepared and then rescind- 
ed a flat 12 per cent increase for 
all landlords. This order was re- 
called when President Truman 
repeated his position that any 
‘general increase was a matter for 

Maj. Gen. Philip ‘B. Fleming, 
OTC chief, outlined the new stand- 
ards last Friday at a Senate bank- 
ing committee hearing on rent 
controls. 

Ivan Dy Carson, OPA rent di- 
vision director, told reporters at 
that time the new provision would 
allow a “substantial number” of 
landlords to qualify for increases. 
He added, however, that “ob- 
viously most landlords can’t qual- 
ify for increases.” 

Two-Year Base Period. 

The new rule provides that for 
the purpose of comparing financial 
position, landlords may choose a 
two-year base period subsequent 
to Jan. 1, 1939. The previous rule 
required that the base be a two- 
year period after that date but 
prior to the time property was 
placed under rent ceilings. 

To qualify for a hardship in- 
crease, OPA said, “a landlord 
must show both a decrease in net 
income and an increase in prop- 
erty taxes or operating costs be-

LONDON, Feb. 6 (AP)—Bllen 
Wilkinson, Minister of Education 
in the Labor government, died to- 
day 24 hours after entering a hos- 
pital for treatment of bronchitis. 
Her death was attributed to a 
heart attack. She had been ill 
for months. 

Pert, tiny, red-haired and in- 
credibly hard-working, she was the 
second woman to serve in a Brit- 
ish cabinet. Miss Wilkingon never 
disclosed her age, but Debrett’s 
Peerage, a leading biographical! 
authority, gave it as 55, 

Her most lasting contribution as 
a cabinet minister probably was 
her successful campaign to raise 
the age for leaving school from 
14 to 15. She won out despite 
the opposition of fellow ministers 
and the acute need for young re- 
cruits for British industry. As a 
result, beginning next April Brit- 
ish children must attend school 
until they are 15. , 

A member of a Manchester 
working class family, she trained 
to become a teacher but entered 
politics instead and won a seat 
in Parliament in 1924. She was 
only four feet nine inches tall. 

“No woman in the whole of 
Britain has been more active, more 
persistent or more annoying,” 
someone once said of. her, and it 
pleased her. During her career 
she had been a suffragist, labor 
union organizer, novelist and 
journalist in addition to her other 
activities. 

Miss Wilkinson spoke at terrific 
speed and had no particular cares 
about whom she picked for a foe 
in a verbal dispute. She had many 
of them with Lady Astor and sev-

HOBOKEN, N.J., Feb. 6 (AP) 
—- Former Austrian Chancellor 
Kurt von Schuschnigg said today 
on his arrival aboard the Belgian 
freighter Houffalize that he had 
“no intention to return to poli- 
tics” but hoped to return to Aus- 
tria, possibly at the end of the 
Allied occupation. 

Von Schuschnigg said he felt 
any attempt to return to his na- 
tive land now might cause “a po- 
litical movement” and added, he 
believed every age “has its own 
politicians and I think it is past 
for me.” He was chancellor of 
Austria when Hitler invaded that 
country and spent seven years in 
concentration camps, 

He was accompanied by his 
wife, whom he married by proxy 
during his years of Nazi im- 


eral prime ministers. Her fierce- 
ness in debate, coupled with her 
hair and sometimes leftist views, 
won her the nickname of “Red 
Ellen,” but the workers called her 
“our Ellen.” 

In private life, she was amfable, 
quiet and given to chess and read- 
ing and was classed as a good 
cook. She had written several 
books, which she said she was 
impelled to write while sitting 
through dreary debates in the 
House of Commons.

Luketich Says Disagreement,

“But I won't play football next 
fall,” said the quarterback who 
was a lettered standout in 1945 
but was used infrequently in 
games last season. 

‘Athletic Scholarship Withdrawn.’ 

“This decision,” Luketich con- 
tinued, “results from a personal 
disagreement with Dukes Duford 
(head football coach). Because of 
that disagreement my athletic 
scholarship, which includes room 
and board, has been withdrawn. I 
will keep on with my studies at 
the university, however, because 
I know it’s a good school with a 
high scholastic standing.” 

The disagreement with Duford, 


its, |Luketich said, was simply that he 


felt his football abilitjes had not 
been given sufficient recognition 
and he didn’t get into the game 
enough. 

“It’s like one of the other boys 
who quit during the season,” Luke- 
tich explained “What’s the use of 
beating your brains out in prac- 
tice all week, then not getting into 
the game?” 

Although -Duford’s policy was 
never to rate his players specifi- 
cally, Luketich appeared to be the 
third-string quarterback during 
the 1946 season. Fred Broeg and 
Jack Rooney alternated in the No, 
1 and 2 spots and Luketich ap- 
peared in only five of 10 Billiken 
games.

STATE - AID .SYSTEM 
TO CURB DIVORCES 


Says British Parents ‘Have 
No Absolute Right to Deter- 
mine Future of Children.’ 


LONDON, Feb. 6 (AP)—A gov- 
ernment white paper declared 
yesterday it was a “function of 
the state” to safeguard marriage 
and proposed establishment of a 
government-sponsored marriage 
welfare service—to help check the 
rising divorce rate. 

The proposed system, offered by 
a government committee headed 
by Justice William Denning, 
would include the appointment of 
court welfare officers to repre- 
sent children of a marriage being 
dissolved. 

“It should be recognized,” the 
report said, “that parents who 
have been, or are about to be, di- 
voreed have no absolute right to 
determine the future of their 
children.” 

“There is a need for a carefully 
graded system of general educa- 
tion for marriage, parenthood and 
family living to be available to 
all young people as they grow up, 
through the emightened co-opera- 
tion of their parents, teachers and 
pastors: and in adgition specific 
preparation of engaged couples to 
give them instruction and guid- 
ance,” the report continued. 

“Sexual maladjustment and fail- 
ure to have children may be cured 


by medical advice, Selfishness and 


defects of temperament may be 
overcome by wise counsel... 
often there are external difficul- 
ties which strain the marriage. 
The mere mechanics of everyday 
life have become so exhausting for 
wontén as to have an immeasur- 
able effect, through sheer weari- 
ness, on marriage happiness.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. 


GOR GOUZENKO, the young cipher clerk in the Soviet Embassy 
in Ottawa who fled with secret papers that exposed the existence 
of a Russian spy network in Canada, had been trained painstak- 


ingly in Russia for his code work abroad, the report of the Canadian 


Royal Commission revealed. At 16 he was a member of the 


Kom- 


somol, or “Young Communist League,” a youth movement that de- 
veloped participants for the Communist party. 


He was first instrugted in 
coding and decoding in a secret 
school after being thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the N.K.V.D., the 
official secret political police 
force of the Soviet Union, 

Networks in Many Nations. 

It was only after five months 
of such investigation that he was 
given access to secret cipher 
work. Later he was transferred 
to the main intelligence division 
of the Red Army in Moscow, 
where he spent one year. In the 
course of his duties that year, he 
told the Royal Commission, he 
saw many telegrams to and from 
numerous nations, detailing opera- 
tions there comparable to the 
espionage operations which he dis- 
closed in Canada. After further 
investigatien, Gouzenko was sent 
to Canada. 

In the Soviet Embassy in Ot- 
tawa, Gouzenko had his own of- 
fice in the secret cipher depart- 
ment on the second floor of the 
building. He worked in Room 
12. one of eight rooms on the sec- 
ond flogg of a separate wing. His 
room was protected by a double 
steel door and the windows had 
iron bars and steel shutters, In 
the reom was a steel safe that 
contained many of the important 
documents of the Russian mili- 
tary intelligence. , 

Cipher Books in Sealed Bag. 

In a sealed bag were kept the 
cipher books which Gouzenko 
used to encjpher and decipher 
telegrams. The bag was handed 
each evening to one Aleksashkin. 
It also contained the telegrams 
that were received daily from 
Moscow and the wires dispatched 
to Moscow from the embassy. 

In the safe were kept the 
espionage agents’ records, the 
secret diary of Col. Nicolai Zabo- 
tin, military attache, and other 
valued papers of the military in- 
telligence service. From time to 
time various documents were de- 
stroyed in an incinerator in Room 
14. 

The cipher clerks of the differ- 
ent branches of the Soviet mis- 
sion worked in the rooms of this 
secret wing. There were five 
branches in all: the N.K.V.D., 
which sent its code message to 
the secret police headquarters in 
Moscow: the embassy proper, 
which dispatched telegrams to the 
Commissariat for Foreign Af- 
fairs; the political section, which 
communicated directly with the 
Central Committee of the Com- 
munist party in Moscow; the com- 
mercial section, which sent its 
wires to the Commissariat for 
Foreign Trade; and, finally, the 
military section, headed by Col. 
Zabotin, which communicated 
with the Director of military in- 
telligence. 

Although the “director” was 
frequently mentioned in Zabotin’s 
messages, he never was identified 
by name. 

5 Different Codes, “Cover” Names. 

All of the cipher clerks operated 
independently. Each employed a 
different code that was unknown 
to the others. Great secrecy was 
the key word. 

“Cover names,” or code names, 
were used on all messages not 
only for Canadian nationals in- 
volved in the spying activities, but 
even for the Russians themselves. 
Cover names also were used to re- 
fer to places and organizations. 

Canada was referred to as “Le- 
sovia.” The Soviet Embassy was 
“Metro.” and the N.K.V.D. was 
“the neighbor” or “the neigh- 
bors.” Passports were “shoes.” 
The Communist party, except the 
official one in Russia, was called 
“The Corporation,” and its mem- 
bers “corporants” or “corpora- 
tors.” Any hiding place was known 
as a ‘dubok.” A legal front for spy 
work was “a roof,” and the mili- 
tary espionage organization itself 
was “Gisel.” 

“Grant” was the cover-name for 
swashbuckling, socially popular 
Col. Zabotin, for whom Gouzenko 
worked as cipher clerk. Zabotin, 
according to the evidence, served 
the dual role of Military Attache 
and head of the Military Intelli- 
gence in Ottawa. 

Transmission of Money. 

Transmission of funds

was a matter of extreme secrecy, 
as shown by the following tele 
gram sent by Zabotin to “The Di- 
rector” in Moscow: 

“To the Director: 

“Although you are sending us 
operational sums of money

Gouzenko, after his flight from 
the embassy, informed authorities 
that complete photographic equip- 
ment had been installed in the 
home of Col. Zabotin for the pur- 
pose of photographing documents, 
for transmission to Moscow. 


Agents in Research Council. 


“Bacon” was the cover-name for 
Maj. Israel] Halperin, a professor 
of mathematics at Queens Univer- 
sity, Kingston, Ontario, and a 
Major in the directorate of Artil- 
lery engaged in vital phases of 
research. “Badeau” and “Bagley” 
were code designates for Durnford 
Smith and Edward Wilfred Maze- 
rall, spectively both of whom 
were ‘university graduates and 
members of the National Research 
Council of Canada. 

Capt. David Gordon Lunan— 
cover name “Back”—who worked 
in the Canadian office of Wartime 
Information, was instructed by 
Soviet agents to contact and “re- 
cruit” these three officials of the 
hush-hush Research Council, 
through which atomic and radar 
information was channeled. 


Maj. Halperin was deemed use- 
ful because he was an ordnance 
authority. Smith was an electronic 
engineer and expert on radio ac- 
tivity. Mazerall was a radar en- 
gineer. 

Capt. Lunan was “cultivated” 
for espionage, according to the 
report, by Fred Rose, who was 
given the mission of developing 
sources of information at the Na- 
tional Research Council, The com- 
mission found that Rose was in- 
credibly successful in organizing 
an espionage group among Com- 
munist members of this highly 
secret wartime agency. 


Traced Back to 1924. 


The commission traced _ the 
under-cover spy work of Rose and 
a fellow-conspirator, Sam Carr, 
back to 1924, when the Canadian 
espionage network is believed to 
have been first organized, 

Rose, whose cover-names were 
“Fred” and “Debouz,” was a 
Communist member of the 
Canadian Parliament until his ar- 
rest and conviction last year for 
violating the Official War Secrets 
Act. He is serving a 6-year prison 
sentence, 

With Carr, Rose played a lead- 
ing part in setting up and operat- 
ing the Soviet spy activities in 
Canada. The cover names for 
Carr, who was born Kogen in 
Tomachpol, Russian Ukraine, 
were “Sam” and “Frank.” When 
the spy ring was unmasked, Carr 
fled and is still being hunted 

Interlocked With U.S. Ring. 

The Royal Commission’s re- 
port made clear that the 
Canadian spy rings were inter- 
locked with espionage in the 
United States. Rose himself 
often made trips. to this coun- 
try. The commission reported 
that on one of these visits Rose 
was instructed to meet with a 
potential agent in New York 
known as Steinberg and having 
the code name of “Berger.” 

These instruction, dated May 
12, 1945, said: 

“To Debouz—Debouz is to tie 
up with Berger and depending 
on the circumstances is to make 
a proposal about work for us or 
for the corporation.

Both Rose and Carr were soon re- 
leased, after signing agreements 
to be loyal to Canada. The Com-

“Study Groups” a Fertile Field. 


So-called “study groups” oper- 
ated by the Communist party for 
its members and sympathizers 
proved the most fertile field for 
the recruiting of agents by Rose, 
Carr and other leading espionage 
organizers. Persons selected from 
these study cells were carefully 
investigated first as to family 
background, ideology, psychologi- 
cal stability, and governmental 
contacts, before any approach was 
made for development as agents 
or informants. 


The care that was taken be 
fore any approach was made to 
Smith, Mazerall and Maj. Hal- 
perin, mentioned above, was 
recorded by the Royal Com- 
mission as typical: 

“They were obviously consid- 
ered at the embassy to be Com 
munist sympathizers. Although 
they testified they did not know 
Zabotin and his associates, their 
names appear in the assignment 
of tasks given to Lunan from 
time to time by Rogov (Za- 
botin’s aide), and it is also clear 
that the latter knew the nature 
of the work they were engaged 
in at the National Research 
Council, and enough about them 
to presume their willingness to 
co-operate, 


“All the information concern- 
ing these three recruits had 
been previously fur- 

nished to Zabotin and Rogov, 
who were undoubtedly confident 
in view of what they had 
learned, probably from Rose, 
that the scientists would be re- 
ceptive to Lunan’s propositions.” 


Durnford Smith, the expert on 
radioactivity, was the first of 
the three sounded out by Capt. 
Lunan, because Lunan did not 
know the other two personally. 


Smith “Warmed Up Slowly.” 


Under examination by the Roy- 
al Commission, Lunan related 
that he had started off his ap- 
proach to Smith by asking him 
about his work, and he added: 

“We were fencing with words, 
as it were, and I couldn’t say at 
what particular stage of our con- 
versation he understood exactly 
the nature of the proposition I 
was making him.” 

In a secret note to Lt. Col. 
Rogov at the Soviet Embassy, 
Capt. Lunan reported that Smith 
(Badeau) “warmed up slowly to 
my requests and remained non- 
committal until he had checked 
independently on my bona fides. 
Once satisfied, he promised to co- 
operate...” 

In the same letter to Rogov, 
dated March 28, 1945, Capt. Lunan 
told of his recruiting ideas for 
Mazerall, whose cover name as 
stated, was Bagley: ; 

“Bagley—I have been unable to 
see him as yet. He has not been 
a very regular or enthusiastic sup- 
porter for several months al- 
though he is now showing more 
enthusiasm. He lives in the coun- 
try and his wife is antagonistic to 
his political participation He 
strikes me as being somewhat 
naive politically, and I shal] take 
things slow with him for awhile.

As to Prof. Halperin (Bacon), 
Lunan wrote the embassy: 

“IT received an excellent report 
on Bacon, and approached him 
more frankly than the others.” 

In due time, the enterprising 
Capt. Lunan had persuaded all 
three to “co-operate,” the Royal 
Commission’s records showed, 

From them, said the Commis- 
sion, he obtained “valuable secret 
information” which he transmit-, 
ted to Rogov at the embassy, 
whose cover name was “Jan.” 

Lunan got five years, as did 
Durnford Smith; Mazerall was 
sentenced to four years, and Hal- 
perin is awaiting trial.

On the other hand, a resolution 
by Communist-directed workers 
in a Trieste machine factory 
called upon the Allied military 
government “to deprive provoca- 
teurs of the opportunity to incite 
chauvinistic hatred,” predicting 
that “Fascist elements” would 
stage demonstrations Monday and 
create disturbances. 


Pro-Italians’ pessimism over the 
economic future of the free state 
is reflected in their press, which 
predicts stagnation and astro 
nomic budget deficits unless the 
area is closely allied to Italy.

As Railroads See the Reed Bill 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A Post-Dispatch editorial Jan. 24, in 
which it was stated that “again Con- 
gress is asked to hurry through a bill to 
exempt private rate-making committees 
from the anti-trust laws,” omitted refer- 
ence to several significant facts about 
which I trust you may agree your read- 
ers are entitled to be informed. 

First: The subject with which the 
Bulwinkle-Reed bill deals has been be- 
fore Congress almost constantly for up- 
wards of five years. Extended hearings, 
at which all interested parties have had 
full opportunity to present their views, 
have been held by both Senate and 
House committees at preceding sessions. 

Surely it cannot be fairly said that 
supporters of the bill urge undue haste 
because they now seek its early consid- 
eration to forestall such stalling and fili- 
bustering tactics as were employed to 
prevent a vote on the subject prior to 
congressional adjournment last summer, 


How Rates Are Made. 


Second: There are no “private rate- 
making committees” now, nor does the 
Bulwinkle-Reed bill‘ propose that such 
committees either be created or exempt- 
ed from the anti-trust laws. 

Railroads do confer as to rates pro- 
posed which affect them either singly 
or jointly, and in which they may or 
may not choose to join. They may, and 
frequently do, reach agreements through 
such conferences to establish rates in 
conformity with requirements of the In- 
terstate Commerce Act, as amended. 

The Bulwinkle-Reed bill does propose 
that Congress exempt them from prose- 
eution under the anti-trust act because 
they do so confer and agree or disagree. 

Third: Such conferences do not exer- 
cise the power to make rates, or the 
power of veto over proposals of one or 
more carriers to establish such lawful 
rates as they may elect to do. 

The Bulwinkle-Reed bill recognizes 
and provides full protection of the right 
of any railroad to act independently 
with respect to rates, regardless of the 
views or wishes of other railroads. 

The truth is that opponents of the bill 
persistently have sought to mislead the 
public as to its scope, and as to the facts 
with respect to the powers of rate con- 
ferences. 

Instances of Independence. 


It was shown last, summer, in testi- 
mony in connection with the Georgia 
rate case, that Southern railroads filed 
more than 19,000 notices of individual 
or independent action on rate proposals 
to which a majority of the lines par- 
ticipating in conference objected, in the 
12-year period ending in 1944. 

It also was shown that the Illinois 
Central alone in 1989 took independent 
action on 25 per cent of the rate pro- 
posals it submitted to conference, al- 
though these rate proposals did not meet 
with approval of a majority in confer- 
ence. 

Within the last few weeks a majority 
of the Pacific Coast terminal lines de- 
cided to postpone action on certain pro- 
posals of reduced rates on steel from 
Geneva, Utah, to Pacific ports. Imme- 
diately following, four railroads an- 
nounced their intention to take inde- 
pendent action and publish the reduced 
rates. 

These facts as to independent rate 
actions in the South, by the Illinois Cen- 
tral, and by Pacific terminal lines, are 
representative of what has been occur- 
ring in all rate conferences and all over 
the country for many years. 

It never has been shown anywhere 
that any railroad taking independent 
action has been penalized by diversion 
of traffic through the influence of other 
roads opposed to such action. 

Limits of the Proposal. 


The very great number of proposals 
considered in conferences, as well as 
the number of instances in which inde- 
pendent action follows, indicates the im- 
portance of these conferences from the 
standpoint of shipper interest generally. 
It also explains why shippers, along 
with all state and federal officials most 
familiar with rate-making practices, are 
unanimous and outspoken in support of 
the Bulwinkle-Reed bill. 

Surely these facts do not support rep- 
resentation that there is a “rail cartel,” 
or that it is proposed to set one up. 

All that the Bulwinkle-Reed bil) pro- 
poses is that the railroads be relieved 
from liability to prosecution for viola- 
tion of one act of Congress because they 
comply with the intent and require- 
ments of another. 

Regardiess of whether the public in- 
terest will be best advanced by regulat- 
ing railroads in the spirit of the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust Act, which bans all re- 
strictions of®competition, or by regulat- 
ing them in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Interstate Commerce and 
Transportation Acts, which provide for 
regulated and restricted competition be- 
tween railroads, it is obviously the duty 
of Congress to make it clear which of 
these acts is to apply.

For days, the savage old man had been yap- 
ping and snarling at his victim in the witness 
chair, insults and nasty innuendoes pouring 
from his gravelly throat. 

The savage old man: A Senator from Tennés- 
see, by grace of a political boss; one of the 
greediest spoilsmen in politics since the days of 
Andrew Jackson; long-time enemy of his victim 
because of the latter’s refusal to permit the 
Senator to degrade a great Government agency 
for patronage purposes; a man of power because 
of seniority’s dead hand; an intellectual troglo- 
dyte—champion of the poll tax, foe of anti- 
lynching laws; a Southern demagogue, who has 
used to nauseous degree his constitutional im- 
munity from libel and slander actions. The 
name is McKellar. | 

The victim: A public servant who has’ lived 
in a goldfish bowl for more than a decade; 
whose administration of TVA has attracted the 
admiration of the world; author of the inspiring 
book, “TVA—Democracy on the March”; co- 
author of the State Department report on atomic 
energy, one of the most masterful documents of 
the century; President Truman’s nominee for 
chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission. 
The name is Lilienthal. 

If McKellar could smear Lilienthal with the 
taint of Communism, his purpose would be ac- 
complished. However many guises his ques- 
tions took, this was the burden of them all: 
“Are you a Communist?” Finally, the victim 
turned on his tormentor and, with halting elo- 
quence, as though he were looking inwardly at 
his own soul, gave his answer: 

“I believe the fundamental proposition of the 
integrity of the individual . . . All government 
.. + must be designed to protect the .. . dignity 
of the individual. ... Any form of government 
. « « Which exalts the state ... is contrary to 
that conception, ... The Communist philosophy 
falls within this category. ... 

“One of the tenets of democracy that grows 
out... of a belief that the individual comes 
first, that all men are the children of God and 
that their personalities are therefore sacred, 
carries with it a great belief in civil liberties 
» « - and a repugnance to anyone who would 
steal from a human being that which is most 
precious to him—his good name—either by 
impugning things to him by innuendo or by in- 
sinuation. ... This, I think, can tear our country 
apart and destroy it.... Whenever these prin- 
ciples—of the protection of an individual and 
his good name against besmirchment by gossip, 
hearsay . .. are violated, then... we have 
failed in carrying forward our ideals in respect 
to democracy. . . . That I deeply believe.” 

Silence fell in the Senate committee room as 
Lilienthal ended. It was broken by Senator Mc- 
Mahon, who said: “That was the statement of a 
very real American.” The report of the dramatic 
incident goes on: ‘“‘When he (McMahon) had ex- 
pressed himself, there was another period of 
silence which no one seemed willing to break. 
Then McKellar rustled his papers and continued 
as before. If he was affected by what he had 
heard, he gave no intimation.” 

Senator McKellar did this country an unwit- 
ting service in goading Mr. Lilienthal into mak- 
ing a brilliant definition of the democratic prin- 
ciple. His tactics in attempting to smear a pub- 
lic man of the highest caliber, who accepted the 
President’s nomination to a man-killing task 
only with agonizing reluctance, should assure 
Senate confirmation. 
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A Goodly Force 


Twenty-seven names are on the public hous- 
ing enabling bill introduced in the Missouri 
House yesterday—Republicans and Democrats, 
representatives of big cities and of rural Mis- 
souri alike. They make an encouraging start 
toward the constitutional majority of 76 which 
the bill requires. 

Sponsorship by so many members is unusual 
and all to the good. This bill faces a campaign 
of unscrupulous misrepresentation by certain 
real estate interests. The organized real estate 
dealers cannot and will not clear the slums, but 
they can and will, so long as they are allowed, 
collect profits from human misery in the slums. 
It does not deter them in tHe least to know that 
the slums from which they draw such ill-gotten 
gain are a killing drain on municipal treasuries, 
and hence on taxpayers in general. 

So, with a finish fight ahead against rampant 
greed, it is well to start with a goodly legisla- 
tive force. May its numbers grow. 
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In Reply to Mr. Hopkins 

“All that the Bulwinkle-Reed bill proposes,” 
says railroad spokesman Z. G. Hopkins in the 
letter column, “is that the railroads be relieved 
from liability to prosecution for violation of one 
act of Congress because they comply with the 
intent and requirements of another.” The itali- 
cized assertion is disputable. 

Private rate bureaus now pass judgment on 
rate proposals by their member railroads before 
they go to the ICC for approval. The Justice 
Department and the State of Georgia, which are 
pursuing anti-trust suits, contend that the In- 
terstate Commerce Act neither intends nor 
requires this device. If the Supreme Court finds 
that it is permitted, Congress should order the 
bureau's rate function taken over by the ICC, 
the public regulatory agency. Competition in 
this industry must be held in bounds, but the 
restraint cannot be imposed by private bureaus 
without maintaining a cartel against public in- 
terest. If the ICC took over, the railroads would 
then have and deserve freedom from anti-trust 
attack, 

Mr. Hopkins suggests that the bureaus do not 
restrain competition. But the Government and 
Georgia complaints cite repeated and flagrant 
instances of restraint. 

Mr. Hopkins is inconsistent. If the bureaus 
do not violate the law, why are the railroads so 
eager to forestall the Supreme Court’s decision? 
Wouldn't a clean bill from the court be a more 
popular basis for continued bureau activity than 
a hurry-up act of Congress to put a tight lid on 
the question? 

Mr. Hopkins does not tell the whole story in 
saying that Congress considered “the subject’’ 


of the Bulwinkle-Reed bill before the law suits 


were filed. A very different bill was offered in ° 


1943, but it died in Senate committee because 
no one knew the present legal status of the 
bureaus and also because no interested party 
particularly liked the bill. With that failure, it 
was clear that only the Supreme Court could de- 
fine the respective jurisdictions of the anti-trust 
law and of the Interstate Commerce Act as in- 
terpreted by the ICC. So the Government 
brought what amounts to a test case against the 
Western railroads. Only then did the railroads 
adopt the present anti-trust exemption bill—a 
bill without the carefully-drawn safeguards of 
public interest considered in 1943. 

Passing the Bulwinkle-Reed bill in these cir- 
cumstances would trespass on the Supreme 
Court’s constitutional function. Worse, it would 
license a monopolistic practice which should be 
outlawed. Instead of forestalling judicial deci- 
sion, Congress should hold off and let it proceed. 
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Before the Shooting Starts 

Gov. Donnelly has found what he believes to 
be firm legal authority to deny telephone serv- 
ice to the Pioneer News Co., purveyors of rac- 
ing information, and has ordered the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. to take out its lines. He cites a 
State statute, the State Constitution and a city 
ordinance. He also cites the telephone com- 
pany’s own action in 1945, when it sought to dis- 
continue service to the Pioneer News Co., only 
to have the Public Service Commission, in a 
very weird decision, refuse the request. 

The Governor's action, highly welcome as it 
is, gives cause for wonder why such a step has 
not been taken long ago. If it stands up, it will 
mean the end in St. Louls of a racket so lucra- 
tive that it has brought the Capone gang down 
from Chicago to seek a share in it. Of course, 
unless similar procedure is taken by the State 
of Illinois, the racing news service can move to 
the East Side, where, indeed, the Capone gang 
has already set up headquarters and has ob- 
tained phone lines. . 

Here is a matter, however, in which Gov. 
Green and Attorney General Barrett have every 
reason to co-operate with Gov. Donnelly and 
Attorney General Taylor. If such co-operation 
is not forthcoming, Illinois is almost sure to 
have a full-scale gang war on its hands, as the 
Capone mob vies with local gangsters for the 
rich revenue from race horse betting. Nor have 
Green and Barrett much time to debate the 
matter, for the stage is all set for the shooting 


to begin,

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The Governor’s Budget 

Gov. Donnelly’s $453,000,000 proposed budget 
for 1947-49 is more modest than it may seem. 
Sixty-five million of the $73,000,000 increase is 
for highways, financed by taxes on motorists and 
federal grants. The roads are on a fair sep- 
arate basis, and to lump them in the general 
budget is to misconstrue the total. No one dis- 
putes, in any event, that the road system needs 
expansion and much catching-up on war- 
deferred maintenance. 

The increase of about $8,000,000 for other 
purposes is pleasantly small considering the 
higher price level and the desired increases of 
State services. -In fact, the Legislature can win 
laurels by resisting temptations to exceed it. If 
the Governor’s total stands, revenues should ex- 
ceed expenses and leave an increase for the 
general fund surplus. 

Of course, the Legislature should question and 
adjust. The whopping $100,221,869 for old-age 
pensions, for example, can and should be 
slashed—not by a horizontal cut, which would 
penalize the deserving as well as the “free 
riders,” but by passing the proposed lien and 
recovery law. Other states have found that 
such a law shakes out droves of chiselers and 
also brings in revenue when deserving pension- 
ers die and the state exercises its lien on their 
property. 

In contrast, the Legislature is honor-bound to 
raise the Governor’s $7,000,000 for direct relief, 
which provides even less per year than the 
scandalously low current allowance. Pinching 
the unemployables below bare decency is in- 
humane, and it costs taxpayers through the nose 
when they fall by the wayside and are taken 
into public institutions. 

The Legislature could make a _ worthwhile 
saving by simply correcting its predecessor's re- 
organization bills. The multitude of old bureaus 
have been blanketed into 14 departments with- 
out beginning to eliminate the overlapping and 
waste. Since the Governor has pronounced 
views on this matter, he might well send a spe- 
cial message citing the facts, thereby invoking 
the power of opinion to spur corrective legisla- 
tion,

Failure of a Peace Mission

Obstinacy of both Chinese Nationalists and Communists defeated 
efforts of American truce team, writer says; he visited China be- 
fore the United States gave up its mediation attempt; describes tour 
of Red territory; thinks civil war could develop into guerrilla fight. 


James Burke in This Month Magazine 


I started at the fingertips of Gen. Mar- 
shall’s mediation mission—with the field 
teams covering the trouble points in North 
China and Manchuria. The first outfit 
I visited was based at Hsinhsiang, on the 
Peiping-Hankow railroad just north of the 
Yellow River. 

The Hsinhsiang truce team — officially 
known as Conflict-Control Team 10—was a 
three-way organization of 35 men—Commu- 
nists, Nationalists and Americans. 

Team 10 was busily getting nowhere when 
Icame. The truce agreement had specified 
that “both the National Government and 
Communist party forces must stay in the 
positions held up to 24:00 hours, 13 January 
1946.” This confronted Team 10 with the 
problem’ of Tungming, a walled town in 
southern Hopei Province. 

At midnight, Jan. 13, Tungming had been 
besieged by Communists and defended by 
Nationalist soldiers. 

The Nationalists claimed that, under the 
terms of the truce, Tungming was rightful- 
ly theirs. The Communists agreed to get 
out, provided the Red forges took up the 
positions they had held at midnight, Jan: 
13. In other words, the siege of Tungming 
would start all over again, 


Soldiers in Homespun 


Cal. K. M. Barager countered with the 
proposal that both sides give up the town, 
leaving it in a no-man’s area. The Com- 
munists were agreeable, but the National- 
ists stood by their legal rights to Tung- 
ming. And there the matter will rest un- 
less the Nationalists decide to retake the 
town by force. 

Leaving Hsinhsiang, I traveled east into 
Communist country with an UNRRA man 
who was driving to Tsaochow, capital of 
the Reds’ new Border Region. 

We had been driving through no-man’s 
land when three Highth Route Army men 
in grey homespun uniforms, carrying long 
Japanese rifles, suddenly appeared from 
behind a low hillock just ahead of us, They 
inspected our credentials and told us to go 
ahead, 

That was the last we saw of regular Red 
Army troops while inside this Communist 
region. Organizing for guerrilla rather 
than open warfare, they simply weren't to 
be seen on the roads or in the villages we 
passed, which was in marked contrast with 
the drilling and bugle-blowing displayed in 
Nationalist territory. 


Primers and Propaganda 


“The Pai-Lu-Chuen (Chinese Red Army) 
has its own bases deep in the countryside,” 
an old peasant in the next village told us. 


Further than this the old peasant wouldn't 
commit himself about the Communists. And 
I found this cautious attitude shared by 
peasants along our route. The impression 
I gathered was that the Communists had 
not yet inspired these people with very 
much enthusiasm. 

Given time, though, the Reds may win 
them over by their intense educational and 
propaganda drive. In one village the chi- 
dren who crowded around us all had writ- 
ing slates or primers—a rare sight in a 
Chinese rural community. They said they 
were learning about their “New Democra- 
cy.” 

At a meeting of the Communist-sponsored 
Women’s Association, called to protest 
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against the American treatment of Chinese 
womanhood, an old crone rose and shouted 
that an American had insulted her niece 
up on North Street. 


“It’s Up to the People” 


Next day her story was reported in the 
local paper, much to the surprise of Edwin 
Payne of Excelsior Springs, Mo., local 
UNRRA representative and the sole Amer- 
ican in town. When Payne protested, a 
Communist official offered his apologies. 


Communist meetings of one sort or an- 
other went on daily in Tsaochow. Most 


-of them were concerned with drumming up 


public support for the tu cheng, or public 
trials, that were in progress. These trials 
were usually directed at people labeled 
“traitors” or “puppets” and resulted in 
many executions—sometimes avith good 
cause, sometimes on questionable grounds. 

Finding no sign of non-Communist politi- 
cal activity, I got myself involved in one of 
those inevitable freedom-of-the-press argu- 
ments with a Tsaochow official. 

“Of course we have freedom of the 
press,” the Communist insisted. 

“Then why isn’t a Kuomintang newspa- 
per published here?” I asked. 

“There is no. law forbidding such a 
thing,” the Red leader said. ‘“‘But the peo- 
ple wouldn't read it and they might even 
be enraged to the point of wrecking the 
plant. It’s all up to the people.” 


No Early Soviet Help 


Another Tsaochow Communist said to 
me: “If the United States persists in help- 
ing Nanking against us, we have no other 
choice than to ask Russia for aid.” 


Nevertheless, as far as I could see, Chi- 
nese Red Army strategists did not appear 
to be counting On early Soviet help. My 
impression is that they plan to retire to 
guerrilla bases as soon as the Nationalists 
attack in force. Walls around towns and 
cities are being torn down because the 
Communists don't expect to hold them. 


An all-out Chinese civil war promises to 
look much like the Japanese conflict, with 
the Nationalists holding the main commu- 
nication lines and the Reds jabbing at 
weak places, doing sabotage, then retiring 
as Nationalist reinforcements come up. 


FOOLISH MIDDLE*GROUND.

Quashing of indictments against 25 per- 
sons and gambling houses in Henderson 
county is one more reminder of a curious 
cleft in the American mind. 

There are some persons who believe sin- 
cerely that all forms of gambling should be 
outlawed and stopped. There are others 
who as sincerely believe that since gam- 
bling is inevitable, we should relax and 
license it. But there are many nfore than 
either of these honest extremes who take 
a middle view. 

To them, the answer !s practical rather 
than moral. Leave gambling outside the 
law, they say, and suppress it when it be- 
gins to get too big. And that is the course 
that law enforcement agencies in many 
communities pursue. 

Quite clearly it is a cynical and hypo- 
critical approach. And we saw last year 
in violence at New Albany what can hap- 
pen when the outlaws are 
bigger than the law.

Between Book Ends 


Ambassadress From Russia 


LEXANDR 
geo Geese Bee the Your — 

Alexandra Mickallovna Kolliontay, Ambas- 
sadress to Sweden, is one of the dwindling 
group of pre-revolutionary Communists 
atill in authority in Russia. Her father. of 
an old Ukrainian family, was a General 
whose scholarly and liberal interests some- 
times caused him trouble with the Czar’s 
Government. It is not surprising, then, that 
Alexandra grew up an intellectual and « 
liberal. Only her own idealism, however, 
accounts for her giving up a solid aristo- 
cratic position for the dangers and hard- 
ships of revolutionary intrigue. 


She was not active In the revolutionary 
thrust of 1905, but joined Lenin and the 
Bolsheviki shortly after, organizing wom- 
en's groups and writing novels and pam- 
phiets. Driven from Russia in 1908, she 
continued her party work, her study and 
her writing. In 1917 she returned with 
Lenin. As Commissar for Social Welfare, 
she was responsible for the early Commu- 
nist policies on education, marriage and di- 
vorce, and family relationships.

A brief love affair with Dubenko, the 
striking young sailor who led the Russian 
fleet in revolt, and a brief retirement from 
public life intervened before she began her 
distinguished diplomatic career in 1922. Ex- 
cept for a few months in Mexico, she has 
been Russia’s representative in Norway or 
Sweden ever since. 


Isabel de Palencia, the author of this 
biography, was Republican Spain's repre 
sentative to the Internattonal Labor On 
ganization and the League of Nations, and 
Minister to Sweden. 


Her biography of Madame Kollontay {s 
not scholarly. There are many gaps, many 
periods filled in from hearsay. It is a very 
personal, discursive biography—a doting 
friend's eulogy. And neither the adventure 
nor the fascination of Madame Kollontay’s 
vivid career get through to the reader. 
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Yet the book makes a point that should 
not be neglected. Nothing but the most 
selfless sort of idefllism can explain the 
Russian Revolution, or the revolutionists’ 
reckless devotion to their cause. The sad@s- 
tic thirst for power or privilege which pro- 
duced Nazism would, in Russia before 1917. 
have led one into the Czar’s service, not 
into the Communist ranks. That ceased 
to be true at least two decades ago, but it 
remains a fact in the lives of all Russian 
leaders whose party service, like Madame 
Kollontay’s, dates from before 1917.

It is one of the curious phases 
of a strange relationship that ex- 


ists in a shadowy region between | 


friendship and enmity. You can't 
negotiate with a man or a nation 
when the man or the nation 
simply pays no attention to the 
communications you send. 

That is one of the baffling quali- 
ties of the present effort to “get 
along” with Russia. It illustrates 
the difficulties that Secretary of 
State Marshall faces in preparing 
for the forthcoming Big Four con- 
ference in Moscow. 


Behind the Transfer. 


Altogether, 125 of our merchant 
ships were transferred to the So- 
viet Union as part of the war ef- 
fort. Some time ago, 26 of these 
ships were returned. It is be- 
lieved that 95 are still being oper- 
ated under the Soviet flag. This 
includes 48 dry-cargo vessels, of 
which 36 are Liberty ships. The 
rest are for the most part tank- 
ers and: tugs. 

The circumstances under which 
the ships were turned over to the 
USSR give this situation an even 
more peculiar twist than it seems 
to have on the surface. 

They were turned over when 
the Soviets were not at war with 
Japan. A considerable number of 
the ships were for use in the Pa- 
cific. They plied between ports 
on our west coast and the Russian 


port of Viadivostok, carrying vast) 


quantities of lend-lease supplies. 


A Curious Procedure. 


When these Pacific ships were 
transferred, they were turned over 
outright to the Soviet Union, 
which operated them as though 
they had been bought and paid 
. for. This was done because of the 
fact that Russia was not at war 
with Japan. It was thought that 
if these merchant ships were 
merely on a lend-lease basis, then 
they would be subject to seizure 
by the Japanese. In any event, 
it was a curious procedure, since 
they ran right past Japan’s front 
door with supplies and munitions 
intended to smash Japan's ally in 


coming to that conclusion. 

The contrast with another ally 
in the late war is, however, véry 
striking. 

Great Britain obtained approxi- 
mately 200 merchant ships under 
lend-lease. These were operated 
under an agreement worked out 
by Administrator Land for the 
United States War Shipping Ad- 
ministration and Lord Leathers 
for the British shipping pooh 

In the spring of 1946, there were 
negotiations with the British on 
the status of these merchant 


ships. An agreement was signed 


‘for their continued use on a def- 


inite charter-hire basis. Britain 
needed those ships badly because 
of losses suffered during the war. 
She also badly needed dollars and 
all possible foreign exchange, but 
nevertheless she agreed to pay for 
the use of the ships. 

This agreement was later con- 
firmed by Capt. Granville Conway, 
who succeeded Land as head of 
the War Shipping Administration.

Basis for Friendship. 


When the lend-lease settlement

Also ex- 
empted were destroyer escorts, 
LST’s, other landing cra‘*t and les- 
ser vessels which were part of 
the invasion operation. These are 
in the hands of the 
British for as long as they want 
them and as long as we are will- 
ing to let them have the ships. 
The important point is that this 
was done on the basis of frank 
and open negotiations. Such ne-

LITTLE AMERICA, Feb. 6—An 
adventure story has been written 
+ in the frozen waste of Antarctica 
by a middle-aged geologist named 
Arthur Howard. To obtain a 
small sample of ice, this man of 
science had himself lowered by a 
brittle, ice-covered rope into a bot- 
tomless.crevasse some five miles 
from Little America. 


The crevasse is in the center of 
a deadly pressure ridge between 
two moving mountains of ice. At 
any time during any of-the 30 min- 
utes Dr. Howard was suspended, 
the crevasse might have closed 
j and sealed him in. 


Howard represents the United 
States Geological Survey. His 
mission in the Antarctic is to 
study the formation of valleys, 
hills and mountains of glacial ice, 
which are constantly moving. 
Many geologists believe that the 
ice formations are similar to the 
land formations, 


Set Out Coldest Day. 


With four men and a nine-dog 
team, Howard set out from this 
| camp on the coldest day since our 
first ships sailed into the Bay of 
Whales. A _ bitter wind cut 
through their layers of clothing. 


Two young men were in charge 
of the dogs, Chief Bos’ns Mate 
‘Robert Johnson, San Diego, Calif., 
and Seaman 1-C Eugene Spung, 
North Judson, Ind, Leading the 
party was Antarctic catarea Am- 
ory Bud Waite, Long Branch, N.J. 

They traveled the heavily cre- 
| vassed area, pockmarked with deep 
snow-covered holes. The dog 
team was left ‘at the bottom of 
a mountain with Spung in 

arge. The sides, sloped at a 
65 degree angle, were solid, glis- 
tening ice. The three men tied 
themselves together with rope and 
Bud Waite gingerly moved ahead, 


over hand, pulled him to the sur- 
face. 

Even before putting back his 
gloves, Howard popped his preci- 
ous chunk of snow—probably the 
most precious chunk of snow in 
the world today—in a special bag.

(AP)—There'll be fewer eggs per 
icapita available this year accord- 
ing to W. D. Termohler, chief of 
the wowabd branch, production and 
marketing administration of the 
Department of Agriculture. 

Addressing the institute of Amer- 
ican poultry industries here Tues- 
day, Termohler said the number 
available per person in the coun- 
try would be 370—five less than 
last year—after hatching require- 
ments and foreign commitments 
are met. 

He added the number would be 
reduced if foreign shipments were 
increased.

Measure Would Repeal $2500 
Property Restriction in Ob- 
taining State Aid.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6—A

ALLIS CHALMERS SUGGESTS 
RUNOFF BARGAINING VOTE 


MILWAUKEE, Feb. 6 (AP) — 
The Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing 
Co, today rejected, a request of 
the striking Local 248 of the CIO 
United Auto Workers for a re- 
sumption of negotiations for set- 
tlement of the 285-day ‘old dispute 
at its West Allis plant and sug- 
gested that a runoff bargaining 
election be held as soon as possi- 
ble. 

Earlier today the Wisconsin 
Senate passed unanimously and 
sent to the assembly a bill au- 
thorizing the State Employment 
Relations Board to conduct run- 
off bargaining elections when no 
union received a majority in a 
previous election. 

The State Employment Rela- 
tions Board decided in’ connection 
with the representation election of 
Jan. 26 that employes in the bar- 
gaining unit “chose no organiza- 
tion to represent them for the 
purpose of collective bargaining.” 
The board’s certification was sub- 
ject to a decision on 16 challenged 
votes, a hearing on which is sched- 
uled Saturday. 

(The United Press reported that 
the union had abandoned its fight 
on the 16 challenged ballots which 
represented the difference  be- 
tween a clear majority and a 
plurality. The UAW had won a 
plurality of the votes but the ques- 
tion of a majority hinged on the 
16 votes.) 


VIET-NAMESE LIST FRENCH

3000 men killed or wounded in the 
Indochina fighting since Decem- 
ber.

But it turns out Ruth has an 
identical twin, Terry, who often takes her 
place. Neither twin is talking. The detective 
in charge is stumped. He has a psychologist, 
a specialist in twins, persuade them to under- 

go tests. One of the sisters is found to be insane. But she 
counters by trying to persuade the other that SHE is insane. 
Althugh the audience is pretty sure which is the killer half-way 
through, there are enough twists so it remains puzzling right 
up to the end. 

The production is another feather in the directorial cap of 
Robert Siodmak, who did “The Spiral Staircase,” and “The 
Killers.” Taking the sound, intelligently written screenplay of 
Nunnally Johnson, Siodmak has told the story. with suspense, 
with an economy of force, and a low acting key that result in 
a very believeable, absorbing and at times, fascinating yarn. 
Olivia deHavilland is excellent in the dual role of the twins, 
giving just the right amount df shading to their characters to 
make the difference discernable, but not obvious. Lew Ayres 
as the psychologist and Thomas Mitchell as the detective, are 
also quite satisfying. The technical job, using a split screen 
and a double, and piecing together the film, is first-rate. It 
_ overcomes the usual stiffness which results in double shots of 
the same actor, and allows Miss de Havilland normal freedom 
of movement in both parts. 

The second feature is a romantic comedy, “THE FAB- 
ULOUS SUZANNE,” with Barbara Britton and Rudy Vallee. 


Romance With Your History 


“MAGNIFICENT DOLL,” at the AMBASSADOR, is one 
of those pseudo-historical movies which are doing so much to 
confuse the minds of Americans on historical facts. It is an- 
nounced that the original story is the result of four years of 
research by Irving Stone, biographer who wrote “Lust for Life.” 

There is a framework of historical facsimile 
in presenting the characters of James Madi- 
son, Dolly Madison, Aaron Burr and Thomas 
Jefferson. Yet dramatic license has been 
so abused it has become dramatic an- 
archy, and a silly and unbelievable story has 

resulted. 
The story has Ginger Rogers as the young 
‘ Widow Dolly Todd, wooed by both Burr 
(David Niven) and Madison (Burgess Meredith) then both 
members of Congress meeting in Philadelphia. It is Dolly 
Madison who comes secretly to Burr's house and persuades him 
not to fight for the presidency against Jefferson in the famous 


1800 tie electoral college vote. It is Dolly who saves his life by — 


telling a lynching party it is un-American to string Burr up 
after his acquittal of treason. The producers have used the 
convenient method of slapping a Fascist label on Burr. They 
credit wholly and without qualification the story he was a 
traitor, and have him actually planning to nweize the American 
government and sét himself up as an emperor, instead of 
merely leading a hair-brained scheme to conquer Mexico. That 
he was legally acquitted is brushed aside. 

This irresponsible “dramatizing” of its characters’ lives is 
only one of many counts against the picture. It is indifferently 
acted, as if the cast itself had little belief in their parts. Frank 
Borzage’s direction is not particularly distinguished. The film 
need not be taken too seriously. 

Second feature is “WIFE WANTED,” with Kay Francis 
and Paul Cavanagh. It has one of the flattest endings on 
record.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
URIOUSLY enough, in United 
Nations meetings, the things 
which seem likely to create the 

longest discussions sometimes cre- 
ate less discussion than do minor 
procedural points. Yesterday, in 
the Human Rights Commission, 
with comparatively few speeches, 
we covered the whole question of 
what should be embodied in the 
first draft of an international] bill 
of human rights. 

We did bring out the fact that 
there are two distinct differences 
of opinion, and yet several mem- 
bers of the commission felt that 
they were not irreconcilable. One 
school of thought emphasizes the 
importance of the human being 
and, by inference at least, the sub- 
ordination of government to the 
interests of the individual. 


x * * 


THE OTHER SCHOOL insists 
that there is no such thing as the 
interests of one person, that he 
must be considered in the environ- 
ment of his community or group. 
By inference, the government 
therefore, assumes greater import- 
ance because it affects the well- 
being of the group, and the indi- 
vidual must be subordinated to its 
decisions because he can only be 
benefited as the group is benefited. 

One of the members brought out 
the fact that the one thing which, 
evidently, ‘nobody objects to is 
freedom. This much, at least, 
may be permitted to every indi- 
vidual—he must make his own de- 
cisions. 

One interesting point was made 
on a number of occasions—name- 
ly, that we must have responsibili- 
ties as well as rights in modern 
society. 

The representative from China 
warned us against writing a docu- 
ment which would repeat all the 
old wérds and phrases and leave 
out fresher and more modern 


phraseology. He gave as an ex- 
ample the phrase “freedom from 
want.” This, of course, leads to 
a discussion of many rights. In 
the various proposed bills which 
have been sent to us, we have 
listed the right to food, to shelter, 
to medical care, to health, to edu- 
cation, and a number of other 
similar rights, which all really are 
covered by the general term ‘“‘free- 
dom from want.” 
to be spelled out in social security 
plans or laws to give it full im- 
plementation, but it expresses a 
modern conception.

THE REPRESENTATIVE from 
the United Kingdom is much trou- 
bled by the fact that, while you 
can write a bill of human rights, 
it will mean nothing to various 
parts of the world where people 
are still in a state which will not 
allow them to enjoy many of these 
rights. It is quite obvious that the 
people of Borneo do not have ex- 
actly the same conception of rights 
and freedoms as do the people of 
New York or London, 


Therefore, we will have to bear 
in mind that we are writing a bill 
of rights for the world, and that 
one of the most important rights 
is the opportunity for development, 
As people grasp that opportunity, 
they can also demand new rights 
if these are broadly defined.

HE usual tomato sauce is made 
Try simmering seasonings in 

canned tomatoes and thicken- 
ing with a thin flour and water 
paste to the desired consistency. 
This method produces a rather 
mild flavored sauce because the 
use of thickening does dull the 
edge of the tomato flavor. For 
many foods a much more flavor- 
ful and aromatic sauce is wel- 
comed. Canned tomatoes can be 
cooked down to ideal sauce con- 
sistency, but if this cooking is 
done too fast, the flavor is liable 
to become strong and unappeal- 
ing. A far more logical way is to 
start with canned tamato puree 
which contains far less water than 
tomatoes, and then only a short 
cooking with the seasoning is re- 
quired. The whole black peppers 
are left in the sauce simply to add 
interest in the texture and color. 
They are not intended to be eaten. 
If the sauce is made up and then 
reheated, the peppers should be 
removed before the reheating, be- 
cause the good pepper-like flavor 
is already spent and reheating with 
these would harm rather than 
have any good effect on the fla-

Tomato Sauce. 


One-fourth cup chopped onion, 
one tablespoon margarine, two 
10%-ounce cans tomato puree, one- 
half cup water, one and one-half 
teaspoons salt, two teaspoons su- 
gar, one teaspoon prepared. mus- 
tard, one teaspoon pepper corns, 
four whole cloves, bay leaf (one 
by one-half inch). 

Saute onions in margarine for 
five minutes; add remaining ingre- 
dients and simmer about 25 min- 
utes. Remove bay leaf and serve 
hot over spaghetti, macaroni, rice 
or boiled fish. This may be pre- 
pared ahead of time and kept in 
refrigerator, Reheat.

HOSTESS asks: “When we have no one to wait on table 
A and my husband carves, serves and then passes the plates, 

how should these plates be passed? For example, who 
should be served first when there are six or eight at the table? 
Is there any way to avoid interrupting the first ones served to 
pass other plates”? This always seems so awkward and con- 
fusing and yet I don't see any other way.” 

If there are six at the table, two men and two women in 
addition to your husband and yourself, and your husband is 
carving, he puts the first plate down in front of the lady on 
his right and tells her to keep it. Then he does the same for the 
lady on his left, also telling her to keep it. Unless the table 
is unusually long and he is seated, he can hand the third plate 
across to the gentleman who is seated on your right. He, in 
turn, should hand this plate to you, your husband handing him 
a second plate for himself. Next, your husband hands the fifth 
plate to the gentleman on your left and then serves himself. 
If there were only ladies at the table, then the second one on 
his left should be told to keep her plate and the one on your 
left receiving the fourth plate, also asked to keep this. Your 
husband could reach only across a small table that had a low 
centerpiece to give you the fifth plate, otherwise, there would 
be no avoiding passing it to you from hand to hand.

By Herman N. Bundesen, 
NURESIS or bed-wetting is 
E usually more distressing to pa- 
rents than any other of child- 
hood’s faults or failures. If they 
could only realize that voluntary 
control of the bladder during sleep 
normally develops at a later age 
than control during waking hours, 
they would save themselves worry 
and spare the child all the bad 
effects which result whén parental 
shame and resentment are visited 
on his defenseless head. 
According to Dr, Clifford Sweet 
of Oakland, Calif., parents should 
be told, first ofall, that a child 
should not be accused of bed-wet- 
ting until he is well beyond the 
age at which he can have control 
of the bladder when asleep. In 
some children this may not be un- 
til the youngster is 3 or 4 years 
of age. 
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IF ENURESIS or bed-wetting 
does continue beyond this period, 
it may be due to several things. 
The child may not yet have grown 
up with reference to control of his 
bladder, even though he may be 
particularly advanced in other 
ways. On the other hand, impa- 
tience, blame and punishment on 
the part of his parents may have 
held back his progress, and even 
have kept him from trying to co- 
operate in learning bladder con- 
trol. ! 

Bed-wetting may continue be- 
cause subconsciously the child 
wishes to remain in the protected 
state of infancy, and another 
cause may be his subconscious re- 
sentment against the way his 
parents dominate him, Thus, wet- 
ting the bed is his way of getting 
even with them for too’ much 
criticism. ’ 
ee 

THUS, according to Dr. Sweet, 
in getting rid of enuresis, the 
treatment must be re-education of 
the child and his parents-rather 
than the use of any drugs, 
changes in the diet or similar 
measures. Only very rarely, in Dr. 
Sweet’s opinion, is the habit due 
to any actual disease either of the 
bladder or other body structures. 
In some instances, however, such 
things as bladder or kidney in- 
flammation may be_ responsible 
and occasionally diabetes may be 
at the root of the trouble. 

In the great majority of cases 
the problem is not a physical but 

psychological one in which both 
i ranis and child are involved. It 
usually clears up readily when pa- 
rents learn the proper methods of 
handling the offending youngster. 
Of course they must show confi- 
dence in him, avoiding criticism, 
blame and punishment. 

The chief thing is to remember 
that bladder control is something 
which the child must learn just 
as he learns to walk and talk and 
that he will learn it in time ‘if 
parents show patience and under- 


standing. The child must not be. 


allowed to be upset because he 
occasionally wets the bed.

Our Amerindian Legacy. 
HAT the American aborigines 
made their contribution to the 
English language is of course 

well known. The extent of their 
legacy, however, is not always ap- 
preciated. The phrase for which 
we have had an inquiry is “Indian 
giver,” alluding to the idea that 
when an Indian gave something, 
he expected to receive something 
in return unless his own gift was 
returned to him. We find an in- 
teresting reference to this in 
Washington Irving: 

“Capt. Bonneville was suitably 
affected by this mark of friend- 
ship, but his experience in the 
proverbial way of Indian giving 
made him aware that a parting 
pledge was necessary on his own 
part to prove that this friendship 
was reciprocated.” 

Then there is “Indian file,” a 
reference to the way in which the 
American Indian usually moved— 
one behind the other, and, where 
possible, in each other's tracks. 
There is also “Indian summer” for 
a last unseasonal period of warm 
weather, a phrase about which 
there is much explanatory lore. 

These barely touch the surface 
of the Amerindian legacy to the 
English language. Among many 
other items are Indian corn, for 
maize; Indian club, for that bottle- 
shaped piece of apparatus used to 
develop the muscles of the arms 
and shoulders; Indian bed, for a 
layer of clams arranged upon the 
ground for roasting; Indian. sign, 
originally a clew revealing the 
presence of Indians, but now sig- 
nifying a psychological advantage 
possessed by one person over an- 
other, an expression popularly ap- 
plied in competitive athletics.

HOSTS of the past slipped 
(j inte the Gold Room of Hotel 

Jefferson today and monopo- 
lized the spotlight as a capacity 
crowd of women gathered*to see 
new spring fashions.

Why You 
Lose at 


BRIDGE 


By S. J. Simon © 


Vii may have heard of the 


Lightner slam double. It calls 

for the lead of an unexpected 
suit. In other words, if your part- 
ner has bid hearts and subse- 
quently doubles six spades, the 
one lead he does not want is 
hearts. He is shrieking for a club 
or a diamond (probably he ean 
ruff one of these suits) and your 
holding and the opponent’s bid- 
ding will almost invariably indi- 
cate quite plainly which to lead. 

The Lightner slam double is 
simple and practically foolproof. 
And it is mathematically advan- 
tageous. I'll swap you all your 
asking bids for it, and throw in 
the Blackwood four-five no-trump 
as well. 

After-what I have written about 
not doubling slams, the “math- 
ematically advantageous’ May ap- 
pear surprising. It isn't, 

* * 

I DO NOT MEAN that the 
Lightner slam double will defeat 
a slam all the time, or even most 
of the time. For one thing, de- 
clarer might over-ruff. But I do 
claim that it will defeat many 
slams that would not otherwise 
be defeated. And for that reason 
it is mathematically advantage- 
ous. See if you can work out 
why before I tell you. If you can, 
you are mathematically awake, 
and will never fall asleep again, 
And now for the answer. 

When you double a slam be 
cause you think it is going down 
anyway, you stand to gain be 
tween 50-100 points and to lose, 
as we have seen, rather more 
than that. With the Lightner 
slam double, you will stand te 
lose quite a lot of points. But 
you no longer stand to gain only 
5O points: You stand to gain the 
value of the game and the slam. 
Because, otherwise, you think the 
slam will be made. 

* + * 

BUT EVEN when the double 
fails and the deciarer makes his 
contract, it will hardly ever be 
your double that gives it to him. 
For all practical purposes I might 
just as well have written “Never.” 
3ut there is no practical “never” 
in bridge, and I do not wish te 
be plagued by the hard luck story 
of some reader, who was about 
to find the only lead to defeat a. 
slam contract, when his partner 
Lightner-doubled, so he led a dif- 
ferent card and “they made it.” 
Such hands do happen—but they 
happen too rarely fo matter. 

So, for all practical purposes, 
your Lightner-Double runs an av- 
erage risk of presenting opponents 
with 180 points rising to a maxi- 
mum of 940 (6 spades vul. re 
doubled, 7 made) and stands to 
gain around 1000 to 1500 points. 
At the worst, it is even money. 
On the average it is about 6 to 
1 in your favor. A considerable dif-
